Benches for Belleville delivers first new benches 


Marina Gerick is giving the community 
an update on her Benches for Belleville 
project, undertaken to earn a Girl Scout 
merit badge from Girl Scout Troop 20414. 

Marina, who attends Belleville High 
School, said she and her family took 
1,300 pounds of plastic bottle caps to the 
company in Indiana that turns them into 
park benches -- and brought back seven 
new benches. 

The blue bench presented to Sumpter 
Township is at the back door of the 
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township hall where people enter to attend 
meetings. 

“We are still waiting to hear from the 
City of Belleville and Van Buren Township 
on locations,’ Marina said, noting James 
Williams at Van Buren Public Schools is 
storing those benches at the transportation 
building. 

These three benches were purchased with 
cookie funds from Girl Scout Troop 20414, 
she said. 

Two benches in the orange and black 
colors of Belleville High School have been 
placed in front of the Fallen Tiger Wall 
at BHS. Waste Management donated the 
funds for these benches. 

One bench went to Marina’s grandmother 
who helped a lot with storage of bottle 


caps and one bench went to Marina, 
since she worked so hard. It’s green, her 
favorite color, and is placed in front of 
her playhouse in the back yard of her Van 
Buren Township home. 

“We are still collecting caps and lids,” 
Marina said, adding, “We are looking for 
funding to buy more benches and locations 
to place them.” 

Marina said when she started the project in 
May 2018 they needed 400 pounds of lids 
and $100 for a six-foot bench. In August 
of 2018 it was changed and now a six-foot 
bench with a back takes 200 pounds of 
lids and $250. The standard color is gray 
and you add $50 for all other colors, with 
a rainbow blend costing an additional $75.

VBT Board approves hiring 
Kristopher Schlutow for key job

At its regular meeting on July 2, the 
Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
voted unanimously 
to hire Kristopher 
Schlutow and 
approve his personal 
services agreement , 
as superintendent of 
building and grounds. 
His annual salary is 
$62,128. 

Matthew Best, 
director of public 
services, said an extensive search was done 
and there were more than 100 applicants 
for the position. He said the field was 
whittled down to 10 and then to five and 
then Schlutow was selected to be the new 
superintendent of building and grounds. 

Best said Schlutow has 14 years of 
experience in the public sector, starting 
in Bloomfield Township’s Department 
of Public Works. His last position was 
in water services for the Wayne County 
Airport Authority for both Metro and 
Willow Run airports. 

Best said Schlutow carries a S-1 Water 
Distribution System Operators License, the 
highest, and has successfully completed 
the Michigan Public Services Institute. 
He has a bachelor’s degree in Liberal 
Arts and Science from Western Michigan 
University, majoring in political science. 

“Welcome. Glad to have you,” said 
Trustee Reggie Miller. 

Trustee Sherry Frazier welcomed 
Schlutow, but said she had concern with 
the process of how the township hires. 

“We’re on a slippery slope” if we allow 
someone to start working before the board 
hires him. “We should review the policy 
and maybe it has to be tweaked.” 

She referred to the discussion at the July 
1 board work/study session that disclosed 
Schlutow was already on the job, wearing 
an employee identification, before board 
members even met him or voted on his 
personal services agreement. 

At the time, Supervisor Kevin McNamara 
said the township needed him now. Clerk 
Leon Wright said Public Services Director 
Matthew Best needed to go on vacation. 
Best stated he was on vacation and needed 
to come back to the meeting for this. He 
also attended the July 2 meeting from 
vacation. 

Schlutow replaces former building and 
grounds superintendent Jeff Fondaw. 

He indicated at the meeting that he knew 
he would have to trim his beard, since that 
evening the board approved a new policy 
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Schlutow 


that facial hair on employees has to be not 
more than 42-inch long. 

In other business at the one-hour-and 
25-minute meeting, the board: 

e Approved the award to the township 
of $55,000 from the Detroit Wayne Mental 
Health Authority for the Summer Youth Job 
Initiative, dubbed the R.E.A.L. program, 
now in its third year. (R.E.A.L. stands 
for Revealing Exceptionally Amazing 
Leaders.) Human Resources Director 
Nicole Sumpter, who has developed the 
program and is running it, said they are 
having a STEM focus this year (science, 
technology, engineering, and math). Trustee 
Frazier commended Director Sumpter for 
giving this opportunity to students and 
to Supervisor McNamara for getting the 
grant. “Kids love it,” said Clerk Wright. 
“It’s training kids to be adults.” Trustee 
Miller pointed out Sumpter was able to 
add two more positions to the program this 
year. “We get to go to Cobo Hall and our 
people stand out,” said Sumpter. “When 
we walk in, they know who we are”; 

e Approved updates to the policy and 
procedure manual in the areas of keeping 
a drug free work environment, the dress 
code, and use of social media; 

e Approved, on a 6-1 vote, a change order 
to the painting and flooring project in the 
multi-purpose room, recreation desk, and 
waiting area to include township hall-wide 
painting and flooring. Trustee Paul White 
voted no. Cross Renovations, the general 
contractor, gave a base bid for painting at 
$69,350 and the base bid for flooring at 
$109,663 for the new work. An alternate 
to put a VBT logo in the floor of the front 
entrance at a cost of $6,000 was rejected 
by the board; 

e Unanimously approved selection 
of low bidder Davenport Brothers 
Construction Co, Inc., for the design/build 
renovation of the board room at township 
hall. Davenport bid $97,000 and Cross 
Renovations bid $125,000. Best said the 
board room has been the same since 1996. 
“This room is where the magic happens,” 
he said referring to local government. 
“It is time for the government to look as 
good as we feel.” Plans include removing 
and replacing the carpet and wall finishes, 
ceiling pads and lights, installing a new 
closet, painting all the doors, walls, and 
frames, and protecting the VBT logo on 
the wall. The board may decide later to use 
the logo in a different way, smaller with 
the township name. An alternate proposal 
to demolish the present board table and to 
provide a new board table at an additional 
cost of $28,000 was rejected by the board; 

e Heard Sheila Green, representing

The Van Buren Township Board of 
Trustees sent off a valued employee to 
his new position by honoring him with a 
resolution signed by every member of the 
board. 

At its July 2 meeting, the board called 
Director of Planning and Economic 
Development Ronald A. Akers, AICP, 
up to the podium to present him with the 
framed resolution. 

Akers began with the township four

e Heard Ashley Shukait, who put

recycle. McNamara said they have their 
new magazine Van Buren Today that will 
be doing this. Trustee Miller said the board 
should bring good things out, instead of 
having the end of the board meetings so 
contentious. “We should talk about good

years ago, beginning in August 2015. The 
resolution stated he served in a leadership 
role of a management team in the Public 
Services Department, spearheading many 
accomplishments — and then named a long 
list of projects. 

He also has overseen the approval of 
several significant economic development 
projects in VBT, for an approximate 
total investment of $300 million in the 
township and adding 1,000 new jobs in 
the community. The projects included 
Subaru, Ashley Capital’s Crossroads 
North Distribution Center, Mayser USA’s 
manufacturing facility, Menards, JPMC’s 
site security upgrades, and US Signals 
Data Center. 

The resolution stated: “The Charter 
Township of Van Buren Board of Trustees 
does hereby tender to Ronald A. Akers, 
AICP, both its appreciation for his many 
labors and many thanks for a job well 
done, and it wishes him well in all future 
personal and professional endeavors.” 

VBT Supervisor Kevin McNamara said 
Akers “works to make everybody else 
better,” pointing to the internship program 
he initiated which has placed all three 
interns in professional employment. 

Akers has been hired as the new 
Department of Public Services Director for 


the City of Ypsilanti. 
“I’m close by,” Akers said of his office 
in Ypsilanti.

Library Board 
discusses Narcan 
use for overdoses 


What do you do if a library staff member 
gives Narcan to a person who overdoses in 
the Belleville Area District Library — and 
the person dies anyway? 

This was one of the questions discussed 
at Tuesday’s regular meeting of the district 
library board. Board member John Juriga 
asked what the library would do for the 
person who gave the Narcan and failed to 
revive the person. Library Director Mary 
Jo Suchy said counseling or whatever was 
necessary would be provided. 

Board members discussed the details 
of using Narcan and the liabilities to the 
library. There is no policy on using Narcan 
and no Narcan in the library, so all this was 
in a “what if?” discussion. 

The library held a recent public Narcan 
training session, which was not well- 
attended, and two employees were trained 
to administer the substance that can bring 
overdose victims back to life. 

It was announced that another Narcan 
training session would be held by Van 
Buren Township, in cooperation with the 
Detroit Wayne Mental Health Authority, 
at 6 p.m. Sept. 12 at Wayne County 
Community College District, 9555 
Haggerty Rd. This session will lead off 
with a general discussion and then have 
a training session and distribution of free 
Narcan. Some library workers don’t want 
to be responsible for dealing with drug 
overdoses. Nobody does, but sometimes 
it’s right in front of you.

On Friday, a reader from Van Buren 
Township called to share a very involved 
scam that targeted her. She said she got 
a call from Sprint that said her account 
had been flagged because two expensive 
iPhones, worth $2,000, had been ordered to 
be shipped to an address that wasn’t hers. 

Later, she learned that the person talking 
to her was a middle person who was also 
on another line with Sprint. Sprint texted 
her a number and she gave it to the middle 
person, thinking it was Sprint. She said 
something felt funny about this whole 
thing so she called Sprint at its regular 
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number and Sprint said this is a scam that 
is going around. The purchase was not put 
through and so she is safe, but she really 
feels embarrassed because she usually is so 
suspicious and careful. 

She said the lesson is not to call the 
number back that calls you but to always 
call Sprint or any other company on their 
regular, direct number. 

Things are getting a little complex for me. 
A lot of energy is being put into scamming 
people these days. 

On Tuesday morning, Mary, another reader 
in Van Buren Township, called to alert our 
readers about scam calls she’s been getting 
from Medicare and Social Security. She 
said the Social Security call was so realistic 
and very clear. “I’m on my toes about this 
kind of thing and hung up,” she said. She 
wanted others, especially seniors, to know 
the government does not call you up to 
threaten you. Besides wanting you to send 
money, they ask for verification of your 
Social Security number. Don’t give it out. 

An observer of the passing scene suggested 
a variation of a Deer Crossing sign be put up 
at the corner of Hannan Road and the South 
I-94 Service Drive / Northline intersection 
on the Van Buren Township border with the 
City of Romulus. He suggests it could say, 
“Danger: Amazon Crossing.” He referred to 
the recent uptick in traffic at that dangerous 
crossing due to the Amazon distribution 
center put up there. 
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Several people were really impressed with 
the size of Sue Moore’s going-away cake 
pictured on the front page of last week’s 
paper. It was pretty big and created by The 
Bake Shoppe in Sumpter Township. They 
always do a great job. 

These days the 
planning commission 
meetings for the City of 
Belleville and Sumpter 
Township are held at 
exactly the same time 
— 7 p.m. on the second 
Thursday of each month. That’s July 11 this 
month. But we’ve been informed that both 
meetings are cancelled for July 11 and so 
I'll be free to go to the UFO presentation 
at the Belleville Area District Library at 7 
p.m. that day. 

The free presentation will be by a 
representative of Michigan MUFON Inc., a 
state chapter of the Mutual UFO Network, 
the world’s largest civilian UFO research 
organization.

JOSEPH ERNEST ARRICK 

December 25, 1945 — July 3, 2019 

Joseph “Joe” Arrick, U.S. Marine, retired 
Belleville police officer, amateur cartoonist, and 
inimitable voice caricaturist, passed peacefully 
away at his home July 3, 2019 after a long 
illness. He was 73. Pamela, his wife of over 30 
years, preceded him in death (April 29, 2019). 
Joe was born on Christmas Day in northern 
Wisconsin. After the untimely death of his 
father, Howard Arrick, a young Joseph moved 
with his widowed mother Elizabeth and four 
older siblings to Belleville, Michigan, where 
his mother had supportive extended family; 
his beloved Uncle Art (Arthur Hill) being 
instrumental in this relocation. 

Joe attended St. John the Baptist Catholic High 
School in Ypsilanti, where he was educated, 
played football, baseball, and developed 
lifelong friendships. Artistically talented, Joe 
was given the honor of designing the cover of 
the yearbook, “The Witness”, senior year. He 
graduated in 1964. 

Joe joined the Marine Corps immediately after 
graduation to fight alongside his brother David, 
already a world away fighting in the Vietnam 
War. Both brothers returned home, thankfully. 
But, selfless and brave as ever, Cpl. Arrick 
volunteered for still another tour in Vietnam 
manning a fearsome 108 mm 105 “Big Bertha” 
Howitzer; the earsplitting blasts resulting in 
his significant permanent hearing damage. He 
achieved the rank of Marine Corps Sergeant. 
After the military, Joe enrolled at Eastern 
Michigan University where he was honored to 
play college football. However, having been 
an “MP” for a time in the Marine Corps, and 
finding classes and wild dorm life with teenage 
students tiresome, he turned his focus to the 
study of criminal justice as a pathway “to serve 
and protect”. Joe became a police officer in the 
city of Belleville where he served for 31 years. 
His military training and bravery carried over 
into his profession, where he faced and dealt 
judiciously with many a criminal, and where he 
was a welcome responder to those in need. Joe 
had a strong and calming influence on people, 
was principled, and civic-minded. In his free 
time while in college, he coached football at his 
high school alma mater. At the conclusion of 
his military service, he coached a Little League 
Football team, the Belleville “Cougars”, for 
many years. 

Officer Arrick, who worked midnights his 
entire career, was well-known throughout the 
Belleville late-night restaurant and predawn 
bakery set as a talented cartoonist. For a 
time his cartoons appeared in the Belleville 
Enterprise in a feature called “Arrick’s World”. 
Townies familiar with his delightful “doodling” 
marveled at how quickly and easily he could 
draw his funny (and often self-deprecating) 
cartoons. As he enjoyed his coffee during breaks 
each midnight shift, restaurant napkins and 
paper place mats became his signature medium. 
These cartoons were often saved and treasured 
by bakers and wait-staff in town. Some lined 
the walls at The Red Apple, where he met (and 
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wooed) his future wife, a waitress at The Red 
Apple named Pam. 

In later years, Joe and Pam retired to Clayton, 
Michigan, where they purchased land and 
bought a house. There Joe busied himself 
and fed his creative appetite by building and 
maintaining the small barns, fences, and 
outbuildings necessary to accommodate the 
“animal farm” they had built together over the 
years. 

Joseph Ernest Arrick will be missed by folk too 
numerous to mention, and a large loving family 
including his brother Paul (Marie) Arrick, his 
sister Mary Katherine “Kay” (Ed) Anguilm, his 
brother James David “Dave” (Jeri) Arrick, his 
step-sister Sharon Wood, his sister Gwen (John) 
Vannie, his brother Douglas (Rita) Wood, and 
his sister Mary (Eric) Larson. 

Joe was preceded in death by his parents, 
Howard Arrick and Elizabeth (nee Hill) Arrick, 
and his step-father LeRoy O. Wood; two sisters, 
Arda (Chuck) Renton and Marilyn Jane Arrick; 
and one step-sister, Diana “Bunny” LesCamela. 
For many nieces, nephews, and cousins, (Uncle) 
Joe was a great, warm, burly, bear of a man, and 
a dependable source of laughter and love. He 
will be missed. 

Cremation has taken place. Joseph’s interment, 
with full military honors, will be at Fort Custer 
National Cemetery in Augusta, Michigan, at 
1 p.m., Tuesday, July 16. A “Celebration of 
Life” luncheon and wake will follow, nearby, in 
Battle Creek.

Therefore, should family and friends 
desire, in lieu of flowers, Joseph’s family wishes 
that any contributions go to reward our angel of 
mercy, Tina Minster (at Joseph Arrick’s home 
address). Tina served full time as a devoted, 
loving, capable, tireless, indispensable, (and 
exhausted!) “guardian angel” for both an 
appreciative Joe and his dear wife Pam - 
simultaneously -- in their final difficult and 
most needful year of life. 

Our sincerest thanks, also, to the professional 
staff at Hospice of Lenawee County, and to the 
Veterans Administration in Jackson who were 
so very helpful to the family, as well.

Breaking the Silence 
at Sumpter PD: Part III 


To the editor: 
Breaking the Silence Part III 

I have worked with Chief Luke for more 
than 12 years. Chief Luke was a Corporal in 
2005 when I started. I can tell you that he 
was not kind, fair or honorable toward me as 
a new officer with Sumpter Township. 

Chief Luke had to train me when I started 
back in 2005 and I worked with him in the 
same vehicle for over four months. The very 
first time I met Chief Luke after I was hired 
he couldn’t even introduce himself to me 
before he made himself clear that he was not 
going to take responsibility for my training 
and did not cover one single page in my 
Field Training book as officers before me 


and after me had received. For those who do 
not know what this Field Training book is 
about, let me explain further. 

Many police departments across our 
state and throughout the country use this 
same FTO training system. It covers areas 
of law, department policy and procedures, 
local ordinances and daily observations 
of how the training officer is responding 
to “calls for service” and so on. Each day 
the field training officer will go over these 
areas with the new officer, grade them on 
their knowledge, performance and give 
constructive criticism where needed. 

These “daily observation” pages are 
then signed by both the new officer and 
the training officer. Once this program is 
completed, the officer is then allowed to 
patrol in their own vehicle through the 
“shadow” phase. This training system is 
used to ensure the officer received adequate 
training, officer safety and to prepare the 
officer to go out on his/her own. My FTO 
book was/is completely blank! If Chief 
Luke were kind, fair and honorable he 
would have accepted orders from the Chief 
of Police back then, put his personal feelings 
aside and trained me like officers before me 
and after me had been trained. 

I know a different side to Chief Luke 
that many citizens, his friends, and family 
do not know about or have experienced. I 
have experienced discrimination, unfair 
treatment, hostile work environment just 
to name a few. The unfair treatment I was 
exposed to as a police officer at the beginning 
of my career only got worse as Chief Luke 
climbed the ranks, regardless how hard I 
tried to be accepted by him. As Chief Luke 
climbed the ranks from Corporal, Sergeant, 
Lieutenant, Captain and Chief using one 
test (test that he took to become corporal 
many years earlier) was not looked upon as 
being very fair, especially when most police 
departments that follow the same FTO 
program have a testing process for each 
rank so other potentially qualified officers 
can compete for the same position. 

I am not “Breaking the Silence” out of 
revenge, I am “Breaking the Silence” 
because years of this horrible, unfair 
treatment took its toll on me mentally, 
physically, personally, professionally and 
was long overdue to come out and it will 
continue to come out. 

It is not very “honorable” when Chief 
Luke breaks department policy and hides 
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a body camera in his office, allows an 
officer to go through years of hostile work 
environment, harassment, discrimination 
and unfair/unwanted treatment by a couple 
other “command officers” while he looked 
on or minimized what was really going on. 
It is not fair, kind nor honorable when Chief 
Luke could not put his personal feelings 
aside and treat other fellow officers with the 
same respect he demanded, expected and 
received. 

It is not fair, kind, honorable or professional 
when Chief Luke is seen on the same body 
camera video he hid in his office showing 
him smiling to Lt. Gannon and appearing 
happy that he was able to fire me that day. 
The hidden body camera only scratches the 
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surface of what he and Lt. Gannon have 
done to me and a few other officers over 
the years. It is not fair, kind or honorable 
when Chief Luke looks the other way when 
one of his upper command officers breaks 
department policies while others have been 
written up, suspended and/or terminated. 
It is not fair, kind, honorable professional, 
or possibly more serious violations, when 
certain members of the police department, 
township supervisor and township board 
members have all taken an oath yet look the 
other way and ultimately allow this type of 
conduct, etc. to continue on.

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Belleville City Council sets public hearings on ordinance changes

Public hearings have been set by the 
Belleville City Council for 7:30 p.m., July 
15, to hear public input on two proposed 
ordinance changes that could encourage 
businesses to locate downtown. 

At the July 1 meeting of the city council, 
some members of the planning commission 
that worked out the changes were present to 
explain. 

The planning commission had held public 


hearings on the two changes at its June 
meeting and then voted to recommend 
approval to the city council. 

The first proposal was an update to the 
current outdoor café ordinances with the 
addition of rooftop dining provisions. 

Planning Commissioner Mike Renaud, 
who had served on the subcommittee with 
Commissioners Kelly Bates and Becky 
Hasen, said the city currently has two 
ordinances established in 1999 — one for 
outdoor cafes on private property and one for 
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outdoor cafes in the public right-of-way. 

The subcommittee reviewed resource 
material from nine Southeast Michigan 
communities and one outstate community. 

They developed a new, consolidated, 10- 
page ordinance for consideration by the city 
council. They included rooftop as an outdoor 
café option, with the requirement that all 
local zoning and Michigan building codes be 
met. 

“We also noted that most communities 
have guidelines for cafes in the public right- 
of-way, but not for outdoor cafes on private 
premises — so in this respect our requirements 
may be viewed as more burdensome than 
those of other communities,” Renaud said. 

“As for outdoor cafes on public property, 
our requirements and procedures are similar, 
but generally are fewer in number and less 
complex than those in other communities.” 

Renaud said it has been 20 years since the 
café ordinances were originally written. 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer said they 
originated with a request from JB’s bar and 
one was for liquor and one for non-liquor. 

Building Official Rick Rutherford said the 
subcommittee did a good job and it was time 
for an update. 

“They were pretty thorough going through 
state law,” he said. “This could bring new 
development in the downtown.” 

Councilman Jesse Marcotte asked if they 
had run the ordinances past the planning 
consultants and they hadn’t. 

Rutherford said in the original ordinances 
the planning consultant used basic language. 
He said a lot of planners don’t have a feel 
for a local community. They always start off 
with an over-restrictive ordinance and expect 
the planning commission to make it fit its 
community, he said. 

The second proposed ordinance change was 
for the Central Business District and would 
remove wording that requires uses downtown 
be 50% retail. The wording for medical 
offices and clinics, as well as professional 
and administrative offices would be changed 
from “permitted with special approval” to 
just “permitted.” 

The subcommittee for this ordinance change 
was made up of Planning Commissioners 
Michael Hawkins and Randy Priest, neither 
of whom was present at the city council 
meeting. 

City Manager Kollmeyer said the purpose 
of the changes is to attract development to the

downtown. 

Councilman Marcotte asked if they sought 
input from the Downtown Development 
Authority who might have input on such 
ordinance changes. They said they hadn’t. 

Commissioner Bates said the DDA was 
welcome to attend the public hearings. 

Renaud said last year the planning 
commission was working on a sign ordinance 
and they struggled to get the DDA involved 
and finally got one on the sign committee. 

“I can’t imagine them not agreeing with 
what we do,” Renaud said. 

“Without throwing the zoning out, it was 
time to look at that ordinance,” Rutherford 
said. He said with the Amazon deliveries 
now, you have to look at businesses 
differently. “You struggled with 50% retail a 
while back.” 

Kollmeyer said the city looked at supporting 
businesses. 

“We didn’t want downtown full of offices,” 
she said. “People wanted to set up businesses 
downtown, but they weren’t retail... There 
was a lot of recent discussion on that.” She 
referred to the talks surrounding construction 
of the Davenport office building on Main. 

Marcotte said the DDA should provide a 
base of information. 

Kollmeyer said the DDA members are all 
very busy and, “We have to get them pumped 
up to volunteer.” 

In other business at the 22-minute July 1 
meeting, the council: 

e Unanimously approved a resolution 
establishing the 2019 tax rate of 16.5067 
mills, which includes the Headlee rollback as 
provided by Wayne County; 

e Heard Building Official Rutherford 
report that the steel for the seawall repair at 
Doane’s Landing was due the first of July so, 
“Hopefully before the next meeting, we’ll 
hear rattling”; 

e Removed from the agenda the “Public 
Safety Special Assessment” discussion. 
Mayor Kerreen Conley and Councilman 
Tom Fielder were absent from the meeting 
and the council members present thought 
everyone should be present for this important 
discussion; and 

e Approved accounts payable of $140,216.12 
and the following purchases in excess of 
$500: to Jack Doheny Co., $3,337.67 for 
street sweeper repair; and to R&R Fire 
Truck, $2,481.71 for emergency repairs and 
$1,862.23 for annual MDOT maintenance.

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Sumpter board gets proposal from magazine to tell township story

At the work/study session of the Sumpter 
Township Board of Trustees on May 
28, Publishing Director Mark Fisher of 
Community Marketing and Publishing 
of Taylor gave a proposal to publish 
a magazine called Sumpter Today, “a 
fantastic way to tout the fantastic things 

that are going on in Sumpter.” 

He said it could be 32, 64, 116 pages 
with 20,000 issues published quarterly in 
August, November, February, and May.

on aggravated stalking 
charge against Plowman

On June 12 after a preliminary exam, 34th 
District Court Chief Judge Tina Brooks 
Green bound Adam Craig Plowman, 
30, over to circuit court for a June 19 


arraignment on the information. 

Plowman is charged with aggravated 
stalking in Sumpter Township on March 24. 
He was lodged on bond of $100,000/10% 
and Judge Green agreed with Plowman’s 
court-appointed attorney Larry Polk to 
refer him to pretrial services for a review 
of his bond. 

A jury trial has been set for Aug. 26 before 
Wayne County Circuit Court Judge Cynthia 
Hathaway.

preliminary exam was Sara Hall of Sumpter 
Township who said the defendant is her ex- 
boyfriend. She testified she got a personal 
protection order against him which was 
served March 13 by a Wayne County 
Deputy because he was already in custody. 

She said he continued to contact her 
by phone and text messages. She said 
throughout March it was more than a 
thousand times. 

“He sent me a picture of a gun and he said 
he was going to use it on me,” she said. “I 
had to leave my home to hide.” 

Under cross examination, she testified she 
got a text message from Plowman telling 
her not to go to court. She said he told her 
he wanted to be back together. She said he 
would keep his hands off and treat her good 
and the charges could be dropped. 

She said she blocked the telephone 
numbers he used, but he used other 
numbers to get through. She said he sent 
several videos of himself as text messages 
and she gave the videos to police. 

Brian Jeffery Straight

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Brian Jeffery Straight, 37, held his 
preliminary exam before Judge Green on a 
charge of delivery/manufacture of narcotics 
on July 20, 2018 in Van Buren Township. 
After the exam, she bound him over to 
circuit court for a June 26 arraignment on 
the information. 

The only witness to testify was Officer 
Curtis Mowbray, who has been a VBT 
police officer for two years. He said on 
July 20 he was dispatched to a home on 
Van Buren Street where a female subject 
reported her boyfriend was overdosing. He 
testified he was alone and was joined by 
Officer Jordan Short. He said Brianna Barr 
told them her boyfriend was unconscious 
on the floor of the garage. 

Officer Mowbray testified Officer Short 
gave the first dose of Narcan to Straight, 
which didn’t work, and he gave the second 
dose of Narcan which revived him. 

Mowbray testified that Straight said 
a friend came over with the “dope” and 
he usually ingests pills, but this time he 
ingested narcotics. 

Mowbray said Officer Short did a safety 
search, patting Straight down and searching 
his pockets. He found a clear bag with 25 
folded-up lottery tickets. Mowbry said he 
believed it to contain heron/fentanyl and so 
didn’t open it. The Michigan State Police 
lab identified it as such. 

Under cross examination by defense 
attorney James Humphries, Mowbray 
testified that they found no scale or money, 
but a clear glass smoking device was next 
to him on the floor. 

At circuit court on June 28, Straight pled 
guilty to use of a controlled substance, 
reduced to a misdemeanor, and Judge 
Gregory Bill sentenced him to 12 months 
of probation. In return for his guilty plea, 
his charge of delivery/manufacture of a 
controlled substance was dismissed. 

Keith Anthony Hamilton 

Keith Anthony Hamilton, 22, waived 
his preliminary exam on two cases and 
was bound over to circuit court for June 
19 arraignments on the information on 
both cases. Court-appointed attorney is 
Elizabeth Young. 

Her client was brought to court from the 
Wayne County Jail. 

Hamilton is charged with assault with 
intent to do great bodily harm less than 
murder, malicious destruction of a building, 
malicious destruction of property, and 
domestic violence in Sumpter Township 
on May 26. Bond on that set of charges is 
$20,000/10%. 

The other set of charges was fleeing and 
eluding police officer in a vehicle and 
driving while license suspended also on 
May 26. Bond there is $10,000/10%. At 
circuit court a calendar conference was set 
for July 9 on both cases. 

Michael Thomas McClure 

After a preliminary exam before Judge 
Green, Michael Thomas McClure, 41, 
was bound over to circuit court for a June 
19 arraignment on the information on 
three charges: home invasion first degree, 
breaking and entering of a building, and 
aggravated assault. These happened in Van

The company that recycles the plastic 
lids into benches is Green Tree Plastics 
in Evansville, Indiana, a seven-hour drive 
from Belleville. 

“The original goal was one bench and 
we were worried we would not get 400 
pounds for that bench,” Marina said. “The 
community’s response has been amazing 
and we now have close to 2,000 pounds 
more that we can take down.” 

She said the company also does picnic 
tables, trash receptacles and backless 
benches. 

“Unfortunately, the program no longer 
accepts the entire pill bottle, only the lid 
of the bottle. They were finding too many 
kids were given bottles with pills still in 
them,” she said. 

Marina said volunteers pick up roughly 
50-100 pounds a week from the various 
drop-off locations around the Belleville 
area. 

“Most of the items dropped off are 
usable,” she said. “We are still receiving 
some that are the wrong numbers.” 

She explained they must be 2, 4, or 5 
recycle numbers, which are embossed in 
the plastic. 

“And, we still receive items that are 
not lids or caps,” she said, stressing the 
company only accepts lids and caps of 2, 
4, or 5 recycle. 

“Many people wash their caps and lids 
and we appreciate that,” Marina said. “We 
have a process to wash when they are dirty, 
but it takes time.”

Scott William-Samuel Settles, 42, of 
Belleville will face a Wayne County Circuit 
Court jury on July 17 in the courtroom of 
Judge Regina Thomas at the Frank Murphy 
Hall of Justice.

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VBT to offer free rezoning to M-1 parcels on Martinsville, Savage

After Van Buren Township got a string 
of rezoning requests for properties on 
Martinsville and Savage, the township 
board decided to do something to solve a 
problem. 

At the June 18 regular board meeting, 
the board voted unanimously to offer free 
administrative rezoning of their properties 
for residential properties zoned M-1, Light 
Industrial. 

And, the action includes refunding the 
$600 rezoning application fee recently 
paid by two property owners, at a total 
refund cost of about $1,200. 

A letter will be sent out to 31 property 
owners on Savage and 12 on Martinsville 
offering to rezone the properties at no 
charge. Once there is written interest 
from residential properties they all will 
be combined into one package and one 
rezoning process will be completed. This 
is a one-time opportunity. 

Planning and Economic Development 
Director Ron Akers dug into the history of 
how all those houses got on M-1 properties 
and how to fix the situation. 

Akers found the earliest zoning map the 
township had on file was from 1964. This 
map shows the area in question as being 
zoned light industrial. Staff found many 
of the homes in that area were constructed 
in the 1920s and clearly predate the 


township’s original zoning ordinance. 

There have been two homes constructed 
in this area recently, in 2005 and 2006, but 
those homes were constructed within a 
residential zoning district. 

There are three industrial properties 
within the district, which were constructed 
in the 1970s and 1980s. All three are 
current active businesses in this area. Two 
of the businesses are tool and die shops 
(Krebs and Gentle) and the other is used 
for storage for ProSite Services. 

“The answer to the question, ‘How did 
houses get built in a light industrial area?’ 
is that the vast majority of the homes in 
this area were constructed prior to the 
enactment of the township’s first zoning 
ordinance,” Akers wrote. “It appears that 
this area was initially zoned light industrial 
in the 1960s likely due to its proximity to 
the railroad tracks.” 

Because he had turned in his resignation, 
Akers was not present at either the work/ 
study session on June 17 or the regular 
board meeting on June 18 and the issue 
was handled by Director of Public Services 
Matthew Best. 

Best said, according to township attorney 
Patrick McCauley, there is nothing to 
prevent the township from doing this. 
“Nothing says we can do it and nothing 
says you can’t,” Best said. 

While Supervisor Kevin McNamara 
wondered if refunding fees would be

admitting the township did something 
wrong and admit liability, Best said a 
letter from McCauley said, in his opinion, 
repayment no way admits liability. 

Trustee Kevin Martin said, “This is 
just for this M-1 area, not for others.” He 
emphasized that people need to know this 
is not for any other area. 

Best said staff members are not 
recommending anything, but just came up 
with the information the board wanted. He 
said the area is master planned residential. 

When asked if this is the only area where 
residents are built on M-1 zoning, Best said 
there are other homes in the township built 
on M-1 zoning. 

“All we’re doing is correcting mistakes,” 
said Trustee Paul White. 

“No mistakes,” chimed in Supervisor 
McNamara and Trustee Reggie Miller. 

“The structures were built prior to M-1 
zoning,” said Best. “No incorrect anything. 
They are nonconforming uses. They can no 
longer get a mortgage for homes on M-1 
zoning.” 

Trustee Miller said it was an unusual set 
of circumstances. 

“We can do whatever you want to do,” 
Best said to the board. “Non-conforming 
use is not unique. The problem with the 
mortgages is the problem.” 

Best said while some had recommended 
just rezoning the whole area, he said that 
is not recommended. “Blanket rezoning 
doesn’t follow best practices of zoning,” 
he said. 

Trustee Sherry Frazier, a real estate 
agent, was commenting on a home sale in 
this area that was held up so long by the 
rezoning that the buyer lost interest and the 
sale was not completed. 

Then, she stopped speaking and stared 
at Supervisor McNamara, who was leaning 
over and putting his head near Treasurer 
Sharry Budd’s head to have a private 
conversation. 

Trustee Frazier said she realizes they 
don’t care what the trustees think, but she 
did not appreciate them whispering while 
she was talking. 

Both McNamara and Budd said they 
weren’t whispering. Frazier said she lost 
her train of thought and stopped talking. 


At the end of the meeting, Trustee Miller 
asked for board members to respect each 
other and to keep sidebar conversations to 
a minimum. She said she was called out 
during the meeting for supporting a motion 
too quickly. 

She referred to McNamara commenting 
on the speed with which she supported a 
motion. 

In other business at the one-hour-and 
34-minute meeting on June 18, the board: 

e Approved the second reading and 
rezoning of 13414 Martinsville Rd. from 
M-1, light Industrial, to R1-B, Single 
Family Residential; 

e Approved a lot split on 83-095-0 1-0226- 
000, owned by Sandra Gillespie at 41251 
E. Huron River Dr., making two parcels 
out of 3.5 acres: 1.15 acres and 1.87 acres. 
Parcel A is the parking area where the boats 
are stored by Sandy’s Marina and Parcel B 
is the area with the two buildings along the 
railroad tracks used by businesses; 

e Approved the annual audit of all 
township funds for fiscal year 2018 
by Plante Moran. The township got an 
“unmodified opinion,” the highest audit 
rating possible; 

e Approved a resolution adopting a final 
project plan for Rouge Valley Sanitary 
Disposal System on behalf of Wayne 
County so it can receive a low-interest loan 
from the state. All 13 communities served 
by the system must submit supportive 
resolutions to apply for the State of 
Michigan Revolving Fund Loans. Frazier 
pointed out that the township is thinking 
of leaving RVSDS and Water and Sewer 
Director James Taylor said the township 
is undergoing an engineering study which 
should determine if the township should 
leave the system completely or direct 
less flow there. VBT also could become 
a customer rather than one of the owners. 
Taylor said there are five projects costing 
from $80 million to $1.1 billion that the 
township would have to help handle if it 
stayed in the system. Currently, 1.6% in the 
system is the VBT discharge; 

e Heard McNamara announce that although 
the township usually gets about $100,000 
of Community Development Block Grant
